Council 
Postpones 
Real 
Estate 
Tax 


The Warren borough council met 
in special session last Thursday 
to act on an ordinance which would 
[lave provided a real estate tax for 
1956, but opposition offered by E. 
H. Beshlin, Warren attorney, caus­ 
ed it to pass the proposal on only 
one reading. 
Even then it was opposed by four 
of the thirteen councilmen present, 
and at least two who voted for the 
said they might not sup­ 
port it on later votes. 
Favoring the tax were Dave Le­ 
vine, Maurice Emery, Leon Las- 
karis, Beyer Africa, Warren Mil­ 
ler, John Newmaker, Harry Logan, 
Jr., James Frantz, and Ray John­ 
son. 
Opposed were Robert Kopf, Blain 
Mead, John Carbon, and William 
Pasquerette. 
Mr. Beshlin argued that the tax 
was unfair and would lie heavy on 
young couples buying property. He 
also said it was being passed il­ 
legally. Solicitor Knox Harper did 
not agree. Mr. Beshlin said he had 
failed to express his objections to 
the unfair per capita tax, but piling 
the property tax on top of it was 
too much. 
More action on the tax is expect­ 
ed at the regular meeting next Mon ­ 
day, but there now may be some 
question about the timeliness of the 
action in respect to the legal ad­ 
vertising, and at the best the tax 
will not be in effect until the middle 
of January.

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Boyhood and Alcoholism 


By John Crosby 


The “Omnibus” series on the 
boyhoods of the celebrated was a 
fascinating idea and some of them 
have been pretty wonderful. But 
lately — at least on the last one — 
they seem to be getting away from 
the original idea. 
Dr. Harry Emerson Fosdick, the 
redoubtable retired pas tor of River­ 
side Church, was the subject. He 
was born in 1878 and right at the 
outset it was brought out that Edison 
invented the incandescent lamp the 
year after he was born and that the 
United States was inhabited by 50, 
000,000 people, one third the present 
population. Dr. Fosdick told of his 
boyhood breakfast — hot cereal, 
eggs and piles of pancakes — his 
democratic father who insisted that 
.all members of the family thrash 
out 
family 
problems, 
including 
financial ones, and the boyhood gangs 
he belonged to which, unlike the 
present mobs, were constructive 
gangs who built their own clubhouses 
and organized their own sports.i 
(About the most mischievous thing 
they did was to steal all the clappers. 
on the church bells on Halloween.) 
* * * 
So far so good. But then Dr. Fos-, 
dick got into his reasons for taking 
up the ministry, his social philos­ 
ophy and even his present social 
work which, in spite of his retire­ 
ment, is manifold. These are all 
worthwhile subjects all right except 
that they are not Dr. Fosdick* s 
boyhood. The great charm of boy­ 
hood is that every man has had one. 
I don’t know anyone who wouldn’t 
like to compare his boyhood to 
someone else’s, especially that of 
the famous. Did he have a better or 
tougher time of it? What was life 
like fifty or so years ago? When 
did he get up? When did he go to 
bed? How were the schools, the 
houses, the games, the clothes? 
And how much spending money did 
he get and what did he spend it on? 
And what did he do before TV and 
movies with his spare time? 
That is boyhood and that to me 
was the value of the series. It 
offered a sense of continuity with 
the past. All boys, I suppose, are 
essentially the same but all boy­ 
hoods are not. What have we gained 
and what have we lost over the 
years? That breakfast, for instance. 
I don’t know any small boys who 
eat like that any more — Dr. Fos­ 
dick said he once got down fourteen 
pancakes after his cereal and eggs — 
and it might have been fun to hear 
about dinner and lunch. In other 
words, stick to the boyhood. Young 
manhood and maturity are another 
series entirely. 
* * * 
The March of Medicine’s study of 
alcoholism on NBG-TV Sunday night 
was, I suppose, the frankest docu­ 
mentary on the subject to come out 
on television. There were actual 
shots of blind drunks on Skid Row, 
a drunk with the DT’s thrashing about 
a bed, a haggard lady listening to the 
tale of her antics with disbelieving 
eyes and — well, quite a lot of other 
scenes that should have been fairly 
sensational stuff. 
Somehow they weren’t though. It 
all sounded like material we had 
heard before — not once but many, 
many times — in newspapers and 
magazines and books. Even the com­ 
mercial movies like “The Lost 
Weekend” went into a lot of this 
quite a few years ago. And Ralph 
Edwards’ “This Is Your Life,” 
which, heavens knows, is hardly an 
educational program, explored al­ 
coholism vividly in the case of 
Lillian Roth years ago. That became 
a successful book and will be a 
movie. 
* * * 
Of course, the problem remains 
acute and I suppose any documentary 
like March of Medicine that calls 
attention to the problem, the cures, 
and some of the reasons for alco­ 
holism is contributing to public 
understanding and, just conceivably 
to an eventual solution* Just the 
same I can’t help wondering why 
the American Medical Association, 
which is one of the chief guiding’ 
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spirits behind this program should 
lag so far behind the newspapers, 
the magazines, the book people, the 
movies and even TV. They’re sup­ 
posed to be leaders in the medical 
field, aren’t they?

CHICAGO. — The destinies of 
the Republican party are at this 
moment in the tight and virtually 
unchallenged 
control of National 
Chairman Leonard Hall and lead­ 
ing figures of the Eisenhower Ad­ 
ministration. 
They intend to name the next 
GOP candidate for President, and 
they hope he will be Eisenhower. 
If he declines to run, however, they 


expect to nominate Vice-President 
Richard Nixon. 
Their strategy of delaying their 
request for the President’s decision 
to March or later is ostensibly de­ 
signed to give him plenty of time 
to recover from his heart attack, 
to get the advice of his physicians, 
and to show him that the burdens 
of the Presidency can be substan­ 
tially reduced. 
What it does also as a practical 
m atter is to freeze out other as­ 
pirants for the nomination, reduce 
the early prim aries to meaningless

for shaping outside challenges to 
Administration control of the situa­ 
tion. 
For example: 
The first Presidential preference 
prim ary takes place March 13 in 
New Hampshire where Gov. Chris­ 
tian H erter of neighboring Mas­ 
sachusetts might logically seek to 
bolster his favorite son status in 
case Eisenhower does not run. It 
is reliably said that H erter would 
beat Nixon in that prim ary which 
would be a severe blow to Nixon’s 
prestige right at the start. 
But IOO New Hampshire voters 
can put up Eisenhower’s name and 
unless he asks that it be withdrawn, 
it stays. Hall & Co. will plead that 
Eisenhower’s intentions are not yet 
known, it is too early to force them 
and they will urge him to the silence 
that gives consent. This will dis­ 
courage H erter and avoid a possible 
tarnish on the Nixon luster. 
Minnesota is next, on March 20. 
There too the President could take 
his name out but need only fail to 
take affirmative action and it will 
stay on the ballot. Thus the plan is 
to repeat the New Hampshire man­ 
euver which takes care of that 
state’s form er governor and peren­ 
nial Presidential candidate, Harold 
Stassen, now a special assistant to 
the President, who has been making 
ambitious noises again. 
The large and jovial National 
Chairman, Len Hall, is the perfect 
front man for this operation though 
it is widely suspected that aThomai 
E. Dewey-Sherman Adams brain 


trust mapped it. 
Radiating confidence, the Chair­ 
man has dropped roseate hints but 
never really any promises. In dull 
moments he has sung the old Eisen­ 
hower and Nixon campaign train 
songs made up by reporters, and 
his quip-record threatens to out­ 
distance Adlai Stevenson’s. 
He has Induced a state of euphoria 
in upward of a hundred men and 
women of proved ability that makes 
them stick their heads above the 
crowd. They have laughed and play­ 
ed 
and 
given remarkably little 
thought to the morrow. They are not 
really sure that things are as Hall 
makes them appear but since most 
of them hope Eisenhower will run, 
they refuse to worry. 
This atmosphere was pierced to 
some degree in the closing hours 
of the meeting by a few of the Old 
Guard on the committee, mostly men 
who 
supported 
the late Senator 
Robert Taft. 
These men don’t believe for one 
minute that the President will run 
in view of the fact that he is 64 
and has a heart condition. They 
think Hall knows it and they per­ 
ceive exactly how he is arranging 
to foreclose the nomination for a 
man who is the choice of the Eisen­ 
hower palace guard. In the old 
Goldwyn phrase, they see them­ 
selves included out. 
While they grumbled privately to 
reporters and undertook to prosely­ 
tize the bemused committee mem­ 
bers, these men are at a grave dis­ 
advantage. 


In order to counterbalance the Taft 
influence on the committee, the Hall 
management lately adopted a new 
deal which puts the local chairmen 
from states which voted for Eisen­ 
hower on the National Committee 
too. All but three of these chair­ 
men were named since 1952; they 
are mostly young and they are a r­ 
dently pro-Ike. 
It all adds up to as nice a political 
show as has been on view since the 
same team of Dewey alumni staged 
the Southern delegate steal drama in 
this same hotel in 1952 and ended 
Senator Taft’s hopes for the Presi­ 
dency.

If we allow any government agency 
such power, we really are asking 
for it.

I “WE TEACH BEGINNERS" J 
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G. 0. P. Needs Advice 


By Thomas L. Stokes 
WASHINGTON — In recent months 
the political polls of Dr. George 
Gallup have read to the sideline 
observer like letters of advice and 
counsel to the Republican party about 
what to do and what to avoid to win 
the 1956 Presidential election. 
Somewhat after the manner of Lord 
Chesterfield’s letters to his son, 
save for the Gallup statistics. 
The combination of the polls and 
circumstances generally have been 
bad news, however, but through no 
fault of Dr. Gallup. 
Beginning several months ago, in 
a series of polls, he proved to 
most everybody’s satisfaction that 
only President Eisenhower could 
win for the Republicans in 1956, a 
judgment, it might be said, which 
others had reached independently 
by noting the continuous succession 
of Democratic victories in local, 
state and national elections since 
early 1953. 
This series of letters from Dr. 
Gallup to the COP was influential. 
Republicans took the positive, hope­ 
ful view that, with the President at 
the head of the ticket, they were 
sure to win, and then began to beat 
the drums for “ Ike in ’56’’ and so 
insistently that they convinced them­ 
selves he would run again and there­ 
fore the election was virtually in 
the bag. 
Then came the President’s heart 
attack to cast serious doubts over 
an Eisenhower candidacy. That turn­ 
ed all the demonstrations by Dr. 
Gallup that nobody else could win 
into very bad news. Now, with the

hopes an- rising again. 
Now Dr. Gallup comes along with 
another letter of advice. 
This is his latest poll which shows 
that young voters still prefer the 
Democratic party over the Republi­ 
can party, by about 3 to 2; but 
which points out that President 
Eisenhower could shift these per­ 
centages to almost a 50-50 split of 
the young vote if he were the can­ 
didate. This is based on what ac­ 
tually happened in 1952 when the 
division amont voters between the 
ages of 21 and 29 was: Eisenhower, 
49; Stevenson, 51. 
About a year before the 1952 
election, young voters favored the 
Democratic party over the Republi­ 
can party by about the same ratio 
as now, 3 to 2, but when the election 
came on many who had denoted 
Democratic 
as party preference 
switched to vote for the man at the 
head of the Republican ticket, Gen­ 
eral Eisenhower. 
That G e n e r a l Eisenhower was 
popular among young people was 
demonstrated in local newspaper 
polls here and there which this 
reporter examined and reported on 
in a tour across the country during 
the 
1952 campaign. They showed 
that the usual bracketing of age 
groups into party preferences, with 
young people leaning Democratic, 
did not hold at all for General Eisen­ 
hower who ran about the same way 
all across the board, regardless of 
age groupings. 
But now, a year before the next 
Presidential 
election, 
the young 
people go back to the old groupings 
if the President is not a factor. 
Dr. Gallup sizes it up thus: 
“ The figures would indicate that 
the Republicans, as a party, have 
not done a good selling job among 
young voters and that one of the 
problems facing the Republicans in 
1956, if Eisenhower does not run, 
will be to find a candidate who is 
more popular than his party in this 
group. Institute pre-election sur­ 
veys in 1952 showed that General 
Eisenhower was the first Republi­ 
can candidate since the beginning 
of the New Deal to make a strong 
appeal to the young voters of the 
nation.’’ 
What Dr. Gallup seems to be 
advising the Republican party here 
is that it must find an Eisenhower 
type of candidate if it is to win the 
young vote. None so far has turned 
up. 
In view of that it is suggested to 
Dr. Gallup, which may be irrever­ 
ent, that perhaps there is another 
solution. Would not a possible solu­ 
tion be for the Republican party 
to make itself into a party which 
would attract enough votes, young 
people, independents, and others, 
because of itself and not because 
of 
some 
glamorous 
personality 
grafted on at the top for a one-shot 
election victory? 
Dr. Gallup might make himself 
more helpful to the Republican party 
if he would do some polling among 
the young people, for example, to 
try to find out what it is about the 
Republican party that a majority 
of them don’t like, or, to put it 
the other way, what it is about 
the Democratic party that attracts 
them. 
For the preservation of the two- 
party system it would seem that 
it is going to be necessary, for the 
long-range, to give the presently 


weaker of the two parties a broader 
base. 
For it is not going to lie 
possible to find a succession ol 
Eisenhowers to pull a minority party

HE GAME SEASON 
So far it has been a comparably 
good season for Pennsylvania hunt­ 
ers. 
The deers layers 
got about 
15,000 the opening day and have 
described the quality of bucks taken 
as good or fair, which is about as 
it has been for several seasons. 
The bear kill may not top 400, 
which would be less than last year 
when 403 were shot. The small 
game kill is expected to be as good 
as last year, and in some areas it 
will be better. 
Within our own area of contact 
with the hunters and their territory 
we believe the squirrel kill will be 
higher than last year. The rabbits 
jrobably will be about the same, 
lough perhaps a bit less. 
The change of numbers may no*1 
prove much, because many hunters 
forsook the open farm lands for 
ie woods where they went gunning 
for turkey. This bird is becoming 
a major attraction and his numbers 
may have been reduced by a larger 
margin than usual this year. 
Because many hunters gave up 
days to get a turkey, areas where 
squirrels and rabbits were plentiful 
were not quite so thoroughly hunted 
and the kill was less than it could 
have been.

if he doesn’t, the trap is staked out, 
and he can’t make it to shore. He 
goes out into the stream and in his 
struggling eventually circles the 
other stake. 
Now he can’t get to shore. He 
drowns. You not only have a rat, 
but you don’t have the unpleasant 
task of having to kill the helpless 
animal. He also is undamaged. 
At this time of year, the ice may 
freeze over this set and your musk­ 
rat will sit smack on top of your 
trap and eat the apple. This can be 
defeated if the water is holding its 
level. Build up the base with a flat 
rock, set your trap just above the 
water line, and hide it with two or 
three large, dry leaves.

THE TRAPPERS START 
Last Saturday was the opening 
day for many who like to pick up a 
few dollars with a trap line. The 
muskrat became legal game and 
will continue so until January 28. 
The Pennsylvania muskrat has 
valuable fur that makes warm 
coats and muffs. It also is faked 
into looking like many other furs, 
including mink. 
The price is not high and the 
trapping in cold December and Jan­ 
uary discourages most of the city 
boys. The farm er boys can pick up 
a few dollars on the stream which 
jDasses through their property, and 
need not walk far for their remun­ 
erative sport. 
A simple and very effective set 
for this animal is to place your 
trap close to the shore, about a 
half inch under water, and covered 
with leaves, in which you have 
broken the ribs. Run the chain to a 
stick that is large enough to just 
go through the ring, and pound it 
firmly into the stream bed. 
This stake should be out in the 
stream but not at full chain length, 
^eave some slack, and about four 
inches from the stake drive in a 
similar one. If this is not a natura 
path set, it is best to bait it with 
an apple, which you place on a thin 
stick, planted just beyond the trap. 
Hie apple is bent over until it hangs 
immediately above the trap, anc 
high enough so that a rat must stand 
where the trap is in order to reach 
the fruit. 
Mr. Rat is suspicious of all this. 
-Ie smells man, and he looks it 
over. But he also likes the smel 
of that apple. He tries to reach it 
without touching this obviously dis­ 
turbed area, but can’t make it. So 
ie steps onto that handy leaf, anc! 
snap! 
Frightened he does the instinctive 
thing. He dives for the stream. And 


Wyoming still reported antlerless 
deer licenses available. Prior to 
season, non-residents who have a 
current Pennsylvania hunter's li­ 
cense may purchase a license to 
hunt antlerless deer. 


Past experience indicates one 
hunter in 5 or 6 licensees will teg 
an antlerless deer in the two-day 
season. Therefore, the 1955 harvest 
will probably fall between 40,OOOand 
50,000 legal animals. Weather and 
other conditions will, however, be 
factors determining the total take 
in this special season. 


ANTLERLESS DEER SEASON 
(From the Pennsylvania Game Com­ 
mission.) 


The 1955 antlerless deer season 
in Pennsylvania will be observed 
December 12 and 13 only. On both 
days of the season hunting hours 
will be 7 a. rn. to 5 p. rn., Eastern 
Standard Time. The holder of a 
license for this special season is 
required to hunt deer without visible 
antlers only in the county in which 
the license was issued. 


Persons who took a legal antlered 
deer in either the archery or “ buck” 
season this year may not hunt for, 
take or kill, or stand on watch for 
another white-tail in the antlerless 
deer season. Farm occupants per­ 
mitted by law to hunt without license 
may hunt for antlerless deer on the 
same land as for other game. If 
not possessed of a hunter’s license, 
to which is attached a kill tag report 
card, such farm people who bag a 
deer are asked to report the fact to 
the Game Commission ai Harris­ 
burg. 
Based on the findings of Commis 
sion personnel and forestry of­ 
ficials, and on the recommendation 
of sportsmen and farm ers, the au­ 
thorities established the 1955 sea­ 
son for these reasons: I. Good herd 
management, and also in the interest 
of other wildlife. 2. Diminish damage 
to farm crops. 3. Reduce overbrows­ 
ing of forest growths. 4. Lessen the 
incidence of highway accidents in­ 
volving human safety and property 
damage. 5. Prevent the waste caused 
by deer dying of malnutrition in win­ 
ter. 
The Game Commission establish­ 
ed county quotas in relation to the 
need of harvest in each locality. 
The license total for Pennsylvania’s 
antlerless deer season of this year 
was set at 240,250. On December 
I, county treasurers from only the 
counties of Susquehanna, Wayne and 
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Dado And Television

THE TAX PROBLEM 
Most taxing bodies in Pennsyl­ 
vania constantly are confronted with 
the problem of raising money. With 
costs going up, the price of govern­ 
ment also has climbed upward, and 
tax laws passed many years ago do 
not solve the modern problem. 
Pennsylvania 
communities 
and 
state legislators go through a round 
of pulling and tugging to keep the 
budgets balanced, provide more ser­ 
vices, and at the same time make 
people happy with taxes they don’t 
want to pay. 
The Pennsylvania tax structure 
is so antique it creaks, but no one 
does anything about it. The organiz­ 
ed groups who represent various 
sections of our economy spend their 
time lobbying against taxes that will 
hurt their members. They spend 
little or no time devising changes 
that would rectify the situation. 
Obviously we need graduated tax­ 
ation in Pennsylvania. But such can­ 
not be under our present laws. This 
change would be effected if the 
Pennsylvania Chamber 
of Com­ 
merce, the Pennsylvania Manufac­ 
tu rer’s association, the Grange, la­ 
bor unions, and other interested

groups would get behind it and see 
that it not only is passed in H arris­ 
burg, but also is sold to the people 
so that they will endorse it as an 
amendment to our constitution. 
Meanwhile, our schools go with­ 
out funds, and even our pensioners 
must wait on action by the legisla­ 
ture to make money available for 
regular payments. Our communities 
cry for funds but take no action to 
see that Harrisburg does something 
about it. 
For the past few years the ad­ 
ministrations in Harrisburg have 
made a habit of setting up budgets 
that appealed to many through the 
help received, but failed to provide 
the funds for doing the job. Each 
administration is faced with the 
same problem. How to carry on the 
work already started and to find 
funds for even more. 


* * * * 
LOCAL ASPECTS 
Locally you find the same situa­ 
tion. Warren borough is an example. 
It has been bickering over a variety 
of taxes with which to provide need­ 
ed services and still is undecided. 
It uses the very unfair per capita 
tax because it can’t obtain sufficient 
funds with a real estate set-up that 
is out of balance and top-heavy with 
political favors. One area of Warren 
pays exceptionally small taxes be­ 
cause its elected representatives 
have done a powerful job of keeping 
assessm ents down. Other areas pay 
the bill. 
For example, we know homes at 
the extreme ends of the Conewango 
ave. section which pay nearly double 
the tax paid by owners of homes at 
the extremes of Pennsylvania ave. 
What do the Conewango ave. area 
residents receive from the borough 
which the others do not? 
There does not seem to be a fair 
tax available, either locally or in 
the state. And any effort to pass 
one that is at all fair runs into

the opposition of special interest 
groups. 
Let’s take another example. There 
was talk of passing an earned in­ 
come tax in Warren. It would have 
been good for about $100,000 and 
would have solved many financial 
problems. 
But immediately some of the union 
leaders 
were 
attending 
council 
meetings to oppose such a tax. And 
some councilmen who may be very 
union conscious, due to the need of 
negotiating wage 
contracts, lost 
their interest in the tax. 
Also attending one of the council 
sessions 
were 
spokesmen 
who 
claimed the earned income tax was 
unfair because it hit the wage earner 
and not the property owner. The big 
man escaped, said they. 
The fact was that several of these 
visitors, who were pleading for a 
tax on property instead of wages in 
order to provide Warren money, 
do not even reside in Warren. They 
have built homes just outside the 
borough and would escape any in­ 
crease of property taxes. In the 
case of an earned income tax they 
would argue taxation without repre­ 
sentation, but they were courteously 
listened to by the councilmen and 
the earned income tax did not pass. 
We never are going to settle this 
tax problem as long as we use only 
those assessm ents now available and 
pass the ones which face the least 
resistance. Selfishness will prevent 
the fairest methods from being used, 
and none is ideal. 


* * * * 
BEST TAXES BLOCKED 
Fair assessm ents of property and 
a fair, graduated income tax are 
the best taxes we could expect to 
have. But the property assessm ent 
job has been bungled, and the state 
laws prohibit an income tax. Efforts 
to make it legal are subtley de­ 
feated by a lack of effort on the part 
of many groups which could assure 
a change in the laws by a concerted 
campaign. 


The state now battles over a manu­ 
facturers 
excise 
tax. 
This, 
of 
course, is opposed by those groups 
which represent the manufacturers. 
And these groups seem always to talk 
about the way most Republican legis­ 
lators vote. The Republicans control 
the state senate by a pair of votes. 
As the proposed tax stands, there 
are aspects of it that are unfair to 
industry and should be corrected 
before it is passed. But this does 
not mean that the tax is completely 
wrong. 
But it will be opposed by the 
Chamber of Commerce and the 
Vlanufacturer’s association in any 
form and probably will be licked. 
The * ‘compromise’ ’ eventually could 
be a sales tax three times as big as 
the one the Democrats said they 
would eliminate. 


* * * * 


COSTLY POLITICS 
Obviously this is an effort by 
Republicans to discredit the Demo­ 
crats. Great politics, maybe, but 
does it solve our financial prob­ 
lem? 


We wonder when the public is 
going to become just enough fed up 
with the political practices that have 
hampered democracy for gener­ 
ations to demand good government. 
We wonder when the public will 
become sufficiently enlightened to 
know how good government can be 
obtained. 


When the politics of our govern­ 
ment in Pennsylvania change, the 
weaknesses become so very obvious, 
because such changes are so in­ 
frequent. The spoils system is at 
its very worst in this state. When 
one hundred employes in one de­ 
partment in one county are changed 
for political reasons, efficiency can­ 
not be at its highest point, as any 
good business man can tell you. 
But that is what happens when the

Probably the most useless item 
you can imagine is a canceled post­ 
age stamp. Unless, of course, it 
has certain qualities which attract 
the attention of philatelists. Thous­ 
ands of the government-printed mail 
permits perform the task of speed­ 
ing letters and packages to your door 
and are then discarded and forgotten. 
Mrs. Jennie Christensen, of War­ 
ren, has found a profitable way to 
transform the spent stamps into 
beautiful pictures. With artistry and 
patience she depicts outdoor scenes 
and interior views by constructing 
the pictures rather than painting 
them. 
She paints the background onto 
thin cardboard and then arranges 
the setting entirely from the stamps 
which are cut to form the figures 
she desires. The highlights are add­ 
ed with a few deft movements of the 
paint brush. 
Mrs. Christensen began her ar­ 
tistic efforts to help overcome the 
bereavement which accompanied her 
daughter’s death. Evelyn, an invalid 
for five years before her demise in 
1932, had been making greeting 
cards from stamps to occupy her 
agile mind and nimble fingers. The 
idea had been suggested to her by 
the Shut-In Society of New York City 
who also sold her product through 
its retail store which specialized 
in 
invalid - produced 
items. The 
availability of the facilities and a 
desire for an emotional outlet soon 
tempted Jennie to try her skill and 
within a short time she conceived 
the plan to depict scenes rather than 
construct greeting cards. 
During the past twenty-three 
years, Jennie has made more than 
a thousand pictures which she has 
framed and sold, and approximately 
four thousand cards which she mails 
to friends. Local customers have 
sent her product throughout the 
United States and some orders are 
received via the 
United States 
mails — supplying part of the raw 
materials needed to complete the re­ 
quests. 
Mrs. Christensen plans her own 
designs and then pastes up the 
scenes. She can, however, duplicate 
favorite pictures in some instances 
upon request of her customers. The 
very uniqueness of the product en­ 
courages many to give the pictures 
for those extra special occasions 
when the average gift does not seem 
appropriate. 
The 
great 
demand has kept 
Jennie's stock depleted, but in­ 
terested individuals can usually find 
a few awaiting delivery from which 
the quality can be determined. When 
you are in Warren and have a few 
minutes to spare stop in at Chris­ 
tensen’s Studio on Pennsylvania ave. 
across from the Motor Lighthouse 
and meet Mr. and Mrs. C. S. Chris­ 
tensen. They will be pleased to show 
you the pictures and maybe you will 
find just what you desire to complete 
your Christmas shopping list.
